COUNTY IS PAID IN FULL 



Ames Bondsmen on April 1st. Paid Last 
Installment of thesShortage 

The obligations of the bondsmen of 
Fred E. Ames to the county of* lake- in 
the alleged shortage matter was com- 
pletely wiped out on the, first day of 
April when W. S."* Westlake and E. B. 
WilliamB turned over the last install- 
ment of the amount for which they 
were found liable. 

The entire sum to be paid by the 
bondsmen was $27,188.39, including 
about $50 costs. The first installment 
of the amount was paid by Williams 
and Westlake on March 10, of this 
year, and the last installment of. $18,- 
174.94 was paid into the office of Cir- 
cuit Clerk L. O. Brock way Saturday 
afternoon. 

The amounts paid and date are' as 
follows: 

March 10— $450, by Williams and 
Westlake. 

March 15-r$3,663.45, by the same 
parties.— 

March 18— $5,600/by W. P. Zeigler, 
another bondsman. 
• March 20— $2,000 by Zeigler. 

March 29— $2,400 by Williams and 
Westlake. 

April 1— $12,174.94. . . 

Thus the bondsmen have restored the 
county every cent which was alleged to 
have been unlawfully used by the. for- 
mer county treasurer. 

The county bond consisted of twenty- 
three men all residents of Antioch 
township, while the state bond was 
made up of Waukeganites. After de- 
ducting the amount for which the state 
bond was holden, and turning in the 
proceeds from the sale of the Ames 
property, the county bondsmen found 
that each was liable to the extent of 
$600, and each one, without exception, 
has liquidated their share. 

The $2,000 mortgage which Dr. and 
Mrs. E. H. Ames placed upon their 
home and turned over to the bondsmen 
when the shortage was first discovered,' 
has Ibeen returned to them and they 
will not- be, called upon to make the 
sacrifice, the doctor- having turned in as 
his share the lots at Lake Catherine, 
upon which the Ames cottage stood, 
and an equal $600 with the others.

ed a consolidated school district, a great 
step in advance in every way, which has 
the approval of State Superintendent of 
Public Intruction Frank Blair and 
County^ Superintendent of Schools T. 
Arthur Simpson. • 

Trustees of Districts 59 and 60 and 
part of District 6, headed by John L. 
Cadmore and others, got together and 
consolidated. To of the old fashioned 
one-room school house, stifling in" sum- 
mer and suffocating in winter,, with 
their bad air and faulty conditions are 
to be swept out of existence, supplant- 
ed by a modern brick or concrete two- 
room Bchool house with all up-to-date 
conveniences, probably to be located 
near Holdbridge's crossing east of the 
York House district. Here all of them 
wjll go instead of to the former school 
houses, and" it is conceded that/ as 
union brings more strengh, they will be 
more thorougely educated and in more 
healthful surroundings than every 
before: 

Nine trustees attended the meeting. 
In addition the William Burke, Ambose 
Wall, Burris, Decker and other families 
are released from the York Houbo 
school district and placed with the 
Spalding's Comer district, where a new 
school will probably be erected. 

Patrons of the old school districts 
now consolidated are jubilant over the' 
step they have taken forward. They 
will bend every effort to. make their 
school the best Thereto only ono other 
consolidated district, at Round Lake, 
the first in the county to unite and 
build a common school. Its school is 
the famous "school of light,": with 
overhead illumination for the students

Hoping against hope for a cure for 
locomotor ataxia, with which he had 
been afflicted for twenty years, Mike 
Zumburn, 58 years old, gave up the 
fight Monday morning and committed 
suicide in the Home for Disabled Rail- 
road Employees at Highland Park by 
cutting his. throat with a razor, sever- 
ing the juglar vein. 

Mike Zumburn had been an inmate of 
the home at Highland Park for sixteen 
years, coming to the place from his 
home at Pueblo, Colo. For twenty 
years before he was stricken with the 
disease he had been an engineer on the 
Denver & Rio Grande railroad, running 
out of Denver. When the disease took 
hold of him, he was unable to continue 
his work for the railroad, and as the in- 
stitution at Highland Park was the 
only home, for railroad men in. the coun- 
try, he was sent there by his fellow 
workmen. 

For the last two or three days it had 
been noticed that his disease had 
caused melancholia, but nothing wa s 
thought of the matter. Monday morn . 
ing about 2 o'clock the night watchman 
at the home heard a slight noise in a 
bath room. He went into the main 
bath room, out of which the several 
rooms open, and streaming from one he 
saw a flow of blood. 

He tried to open the door of the 
place, but found it was locked, and 
thinking one of the inmates had slipped 
and fallen, he called a nurse of the in- 
stitution. 

When the nurse arrived the watch- 
man climbed over the transom of the 
room and there, lying in the tub, with 
the water nearly up to his neck, was 
the body of Zumburn. 

The unfortunate man was already 
dead, although. the body was still warm. 

Lying on the floor at the Bide of the 
tub was a blood smeared razor, which 
bore mute evidence of the cause of 
death. The juglar vein was found to 
be severed by one short stroke of the 
sharp instrument . 

The inquest waB held Monday morn- 
ing, at 11 o'clock, the verdict of the jury 
being that death. was caused by suicide. 
Zumburn has no relatives as far as 
is known, and it is expected the re- 
mains will be interred at Highland 
Park. 



Alex Williamson, a Waukegan paint- 
er, met death at a late, hour Tuesday 
afternoon when he fell from the walk 
of the government pier onto the rocks 
below. He was picked up in an uncon- 
scious condition by friends, and his 
death occurred a few hours later at the 
McAlister hospital. - 

Mr. Williamson in company with three 
other friends, Chas. Holmsten, Peter 
Jedsenand John Martilla., had spent 
the day on the pier hunting ducks. 
Williamson, it is alleged had drank 
freely during the day and was intoxica- 
ted when he met with the accidentwhich 
resulted in his death. 

No one witnessed Mr. Willismson's 
fall. He had declared his intention of 
going ashore to pick up a few ducks 
which had been shot By various mem- 
bers of the party and which had by 
that time washed ashore. 

Later he was found in a dying con- 
dition lying on the rocks in the depths 
of the pier. He was bleeding at the 
nose and mouth and his head had been 
badly cut in the fall. 
. Ib is probable that the injured man 
lay on the rocks unconscious, in the 
rain for fully an hourl Passers by 
seeing him lying there supposed that he 
was merely sleeping off his drunk.

DIRT CONSUMED IN MILK 



Food Bureau Estimates Amount of Filth 
Sold to Public From Farms 

Four freight car loads of dirt are sold 
to the people of Chicago in the milk 
they buy each yeHr; according to the 
statement of the food bureau. Inves- 
tigations of the bureau show that even 
supposedly clean milk often contains a 
high percentage of soluble filth. 

The graphic manner in which the 
sediment test shows the amount of 
foreign matter in the milk is of great 
advantage in proving to the farmers 
that they must change their methods 
if they are to have clean milk. 

Many dairymen, who have been in 
the business for years, have been 
shown the shor tcpmings of their anti- 
quated system of milking in dirty 
Btablea into wide open pails with dirty, 
wet hands. Now they are keeping 
their cows in cement bams, milking in- 
to hooded pails and in every way at- 
tempting to keep the filth out of the 
milk. The food bureau has proved to 
f*the farmer that the proper way to have 
clean milk is not. to strain the dirt out, 
but never to let it get in as the dirt 
dissolves in milk as readily as sugar in 
water. 

With the progress of education in 
dairy management now being carried 
on, it Is thought that within a few 
years the number of cases of infectious 
diseases, such as typhoid fever, and 
tuberculosis, will be materially lessened. 

The project of a national tuberculosis 
day, to be observed in all the churches 
of the United States about April 30, 
received the commendation of Cardinal 
Gibbons, highest dignitary of the Rom- 
an Catholic church in America. Any- 
thing which has for its object 'the 
stamping out of the white plague, he 
said, would receive the hearty support 
of the church. 

An interview »was granted by the 
Cardinal to two of the leading anti- 
tuberculosis workers of Maryland # 
They explained the object of the tuber- 
culosis day to be to show the congrega- 
tions of the various churches the best 
means of. preventing and curing con- 
sumption.

He willingly consented, .but 
his consent was not needed as the 
young lad lapsed into unconsciousness 
when the hour for his removal from' his 
home to the hospital arrived.

An Ordinance Prohibiting the Keeping of 

Dram Shops In the Same Building: 

With Public Dance Halls 

Be it ordained by the President and 

Board of Trustees of the Village of 

Antioch, Lake County, Illinois. 

Section 1. No person by himself, his 
agent, or servants shall maintain or 
conduct a dram shop where intoxicating 
beverages or liquors are sold or given 
away, in the same building where any 
public dance hall is maintained or con-

Any person or persons 
violating the provision or provisions of 
Section one (1) shall be fined a sum not 
less than Twenty-five Dollars nor more 
than Two Hundred Dollars for each 
offense or may have his or her license 
revoked in the discretion of the Presi.

All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict' herewith, are 
hereby repealed.

FARMERS CIUB ENDORSES 



Each County Given Power to Decide Upon 

the Kind of Highways to be Built 

Within its Borders. 



Hugh Minnis, Prominent Fanner of Salem,* 
Found Dead on Monday 

Hugh Minnis, aged 74 years, one of 
the best known farmers of Kenosha 
county and a resident of the town of 
Salmen for more than fifty years was 
found dead in his chair at his farm a 
mile west of Brass Ball corners just af- 
ter one o'clock on Monday of last week. 
Death is supposed to have been caused 
by organic heart disease from which 
Mr. Minnis had been a sufferer for some 
time. 

Mr. Minnis had been ill for some time 
but on Sunday evening he had spent 
the evening with members of his family 
and showed no reason to suspect that 
the end was so near. He retired to his 
room just after ten o'clock and told his 
wife and daughter that he would sit up 
in his chair awhile before retiring for 
the night and the other members of the 
family retired. Just after one o'clock 
Mrs. Minnis decided to go to the room 
and when she reached the Bide of her 
husband she found him dead, still sit- 
ting in the chair as she had left him 
three hours before. Doctors were 
summoned to the house but an examin- 
ation revealed the fact that Mr. Minnis 
had been dead for some time before he 
was discovered by his wife. 

Hugh Minnis was a native of Scot- 
land. , He was born May 17, 1887 and 
was a son of the late James Minnis, 
one of the early pioneer farmers of the 
town of Salem. The deceased came to 
this country when he was thirteen years 
of ago Htld ft! 1862 be went to Kenosha 

He Was a mouldtfr" hf occupation and 
he worked at his trade there for sev- 
eral years after which he refHOVed to 
the homestead In the town of Saleffi 
where he had since resided. He was 
very active in the life of the town of 
Salem and had taken a great interest in 
the advancement of the town. He is 
survivedVby his widow and four child- 
ren, William Minnis, of- Chicago; Mrs. 
Nellie Pierce, Mrs. Samuel Munton and 
Miss Emma Minnis all of Salem."

Systematic construction and care of 
country roads, with each of the .102 ' 
counties in Illinois a separate sphre for 
action, will be possible should the Tice? 
bill for highway improvement become a 
law. The measure, known as House 
bill No. 474. was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Homer Tice of Menard county 
and is considered one of the most im- 
portant measures affecting interests of ^ 
Illinois farmers and land owners now 
before the general assembly for con- 
sideration. 

While the Tice bill will revoluntionize 
the present' haphazard order of high- 
way management it ofTers in return a 
comprehensive and adequate scheme 
for state-wide road improvement that 
allows each county to obtain the kind of 
roads most favored in that particular 
community. Township and district 
road officials are not abolished but their 
work will be along uniform and syste- 
matic lines under the guidance of an 
experienced highway engineer. 

Representative Tice's measure has 
been endorsed by the-Legislative Farm- 
ers' club and stands excellent prospects 
of being enacted into law. In effect it 
provides that all road and bridge work' 
in each county shall be under the direct 
supervision and control of a county 
superintendent of public highways, 
whose plans must be approved by the 
state highway commission. 

The county board in each county is 
given power to name the superintend- 
ent, fix his salary, appoint assistants if 
needed, and appropriate funds for the 
expense of the department. The sup- 
erintendent's term of office is • four 
years. A non-resident may be appoint- 
ed, but in this case he must remove to 
and become a legal resident of the 
county wherein appointed. A bond of 
not less than $5,000 nor more than $50,- 
000 is required of each superintendent. 

One of the first duties of the county 
superintendent will be to classify pub- 
lic highways into three divisions as fol- 
lows: 

First class: The main highways, 
connecting the principal points in the 
county follow the most traveled routes. 

Second class: The principal roads 
leading to the main highways. 

Third class: All by-roads and minor 
highways ' 

Maps shall be prepared, showing all 
public highways, the location of bridges, 
culverts ahd Other topographical fea- 
tures as may be deemed of value. 
When approved by the .state highway 
commission copies of such maps must 
be filed, two in the county affected and 
one at the state capitol. 

It 1b made" the rlutjf ofihe stipgrini 
tendent to advise with the "tOwnship or 
county highway commissioners in re^ 
gard to all expenditures for. roads^ and' 
bridges and no money fa .to be expended 
by either county, township or road disr 
trict officials for bridge constructipr*

There must fee" AH aiinUai repdrfc hiade 
by the superintende'fit to {tie state high^ 
way commission, givirjg cfiriip/ete' dei 
tails, of all work done under his' Charge; 
with the cost The county superintend^ 
entis not allowed to hold any other- 
official position, nor be engaged in any 
other public or private.enterpriBe. 

There are no requirements in the 
Tice bill for any particular kinds of 
roads. Each county is left to determine 
whether it wants highways of earth or 
those built along lines of permanent 
hardness. If enacted into law it must 
be adopted by each county separately. • 
Fifty or more landowners can petition, 
to have the proposition Bubmitted at 
any regular election where county offi- 
cers are to be elected.

Illustration end Practical Plans Detailed for Constrtxctlcqf 

Structure that Will Cost About $1,000— 

Is Well Lighted. 
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Ground Floor Plan of Barn. 



The plan shown in the accompany- 
ing figure is for. n barn:36x60 feet. It 
will accommodate 14 horaos. By In- 
creasing the length twelve feet it will 
accommodate eighteen i head. . It has 
two feed rooms, a safe and. conven- 
ient place for harness, two box stalls 
and twelve open stnllB. 

The barn may.be sided- with lG-foot 
stock boards. with battens or with 
shiplap. By making the eaves higher 
than 16 feet there will bo more room 
for hay, but a barn of the dimensions 
given wllL contain all tho hay required, 
as it will hold about forty tons. In- 
stead of chutes or tho regular ninn: 
gers to feed hay there is a feedway 
three feet wide, with perpendicular 
sides three feet high from the floor of 
the' stalls, and It Is floored on a level 
with, tho' top of the sill. A feedway 
like • this is better than mangers or 
chutes, BB It allows a man' to pass 
along the entire length of the barn- in 
front of tho horses when feeding; 
there Is absolutely no waste of hay, 
as tho horses stand with their heads 
over the hay while eating and do not 
pull.it out and drop it under their feet, 
and the chaff is not constantly falling 
down in their eyes, as when a manger 
is used that feeds from above. 

The feed rooms are situated on each 
side of the driveway and are each di- 
vided into two compnrtments and an 
entry so as to allow variety of feed 
to bo kept and to bo easy of access. 

•The barn should be lighted with ten 
windows on each side, two to each 
box stall, two to each feed room and 
one in front of each single Btall. Com- 
mon barn sash should bo used, having 
six SxlO-inch panes to each sash, a 
single sash to each window, with the 
longest way of the sash up and down. 
They should bo put in on top of the 
girt, about four feet from the bottom 
of the sill, and should be arranged to 
open by sliding to one side. 

Peed rooms should be sided with 



hard pine flooring with, the smooth 
side next to the stalls and driveway. 
Instead of a harness room hooks can 
be put up along the sides of the feed 
rooms next to tho driveway, which will 
bo found to. answer as well as a regu- 
lar harness room, and more conven- 
ient, na it will bo more accessible. 
. The box stalls should ho sided per- 
pendicular, Inside and out, from 
floor to celling, with hard pine floor;/ 
Ing, except the front, 'which can bo 
sided up four feet high and left open, 
unless a stallion is to be kept, in 
which case the front may be finished 
out to the ceiling with half-inch rods 
set four inches apart In the top of tho 
partition or the regular box stall wlro 
work. may be uaed. No manger should 
bo used in tho box stalls, tho hay be- 
ing fed on tho floor. Nono will bo 
wasted unless more is fed than tho 
animal should have. 

The floor of the hay mow should bo 
not less than nine feet from the floor 
of tho barn, though ten feet or even 
twelve feet would bo better for sani- 
tary reasons. Tho mow should be 
floored Bolld, except over the feedwnys, 
which should be left open to throw 
feed down. Tho roof should havo 
from one-third to one-half-lnch pitch, 
and should be self-supporting, so as to 
do away with all croBB ties In tho 
mow. The driveway can be floored 
with two-inch plank and clay floors 
used In the stalls, but that and many, 
minor details must be governed by the 
individual tasto and requirements of 
the builder. This barn was built for 
about |1,000. — Farm Buildings.

Give one feedjdaily of the oatmeal In 
the. litter, of clover or chaff and throe 
feeds of tho chick feed, in all five 
feeds daily for the first ten days, then 
four times a day for tho next two 
weeks and three times a day there- 
after until thpy are put out on free 
.range. Feed lightly, but often, Is the 
motto for young chlckB. Give green 
ffbod In Home form, chopped cabbage, 
lettuce leaven or green grass cut fine, 
j Animal food of some kind; mtiBt be 
provided or the chicks will be found. 
» trying .to eat each. other up. Those 
: who have or can secure skim milk 
•will find nothing better than curd 
Iinado from sour skim milk, mixed to 
a crumbly state with commeal and 
glvon on the hoard once a day. Other- 
wise dry milk, albumen -.or finely 
ground beef scrap can bo given. . After 
the first .day in the brooder fresh wa- 
ter should I. bo given and renewed 
often. Use a good drinking fountain 
that will keep, the water from getting 
foul. Skim milk in a sour or rlob-

liercd state is good for fowls or chick- 
ens to drink, but do not give 'too 
much. Every, other day ip sufficient. 
Too much will cause bowel looseness. 
Fine cracked corn and whole wheat 
can be fed In place of chick feed after 
four .weeks old, but tho latter is far 
the best to, use for young chicks, as 
It is always convenient and ready. 
Though a little more expensive, the 
real difference in cost amounts to 
comparatively nothing, as young 
chicks cannot consume enough to 
make the difference appreciable. Tho 
eld idea that chicks require a cull- 
nary department .is fully exploded. Do 
not waste time /and patience of tho 
good housewife in baking Johnnycako 
or other "specialties." Modern chick- 
en foods and appliances have reduced 
the burden of chick culture by half,

By forests" shaded, now runs sweeping on, 
Nations shall grow, and states not less In fame 
Than Greece and Rome of old." 
This verse, composed -before tho union or 
tho. 13 colonies) was probably criticised by tho 
practical men of tho author's generation as 
being manufactured from tho "stuff that 
dreams are made of." But to Freneau's inspired 
vision the changes he foretold were dourly out- 
lined in time's magic mirror. If the poet were 
alive today and could read tho marvelous 
census figures which come dally from our fed- 
eral capitol ho would find not only every word 
of his prophecy fulfilled, but discover that des- 
tiny had added even greater surprises to tho 
prediction. 

Tho first national census was -taken during 
Washington's administration in 1700, Jefferson, 
then secretary of state and under whoso direc- 
tion tho count was made, expressed disappoint-., 
niont when tho final figures — 3,929,214 — were 
shown him. On August 24, 1791, no wrote to 
William Carmlchaol as follows: 

"I incloso you a copy of our census, which 
so far as It Is written in black ink is founded 
on actual returns; what Is in red ink being 
conjectural hut very near the truth. Mak- 
ing very small' allowance for omissions, which 
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we know to have been very groat, we 
may safely say we aro above four mil- 
lions." - 

Thomas Jefferson personalty as- 
sumed tho responsibility of correcting 
the first census, and with red ink made 
increases - in figures, as woll as sup- 
plying such other numbers as ho 
deemed correct. He then, in his offi- 
cial capacity, Informed the world 
through our foreign representatives 
that the federal count was incorrect, 
but with his additions and amends- 
tions could bo relied on. 

When tho second decennial count 
was completed Jefferson was presi- 
dent, and a letter written by him in 
1801 contains tho following assertions: 

"You will perceive that the lncreaso 
of numbers (population) during tho 
last ten year's — 1790-1800 — proceeding 
in geometrical ratio, promises rapid 
growth and the prospect It holds up to 
us, not with' n view to the Injuries It 
may enable us to do others in some fu- 
ture day, but to tho settlement of tho 
extensive country still remaining va- 
cant." 

This second census was intensely 
gratifying to Jefferson and lie assumed 
the rolo of prophet again, but proved 
over-enthusiastic when ho declared 
that tho American population would 
continue to increase at the same ratio. 
Such was not tho case, nor Ib there 
-any such definite thing as an exact 
ratio In population increase. In 1813 
he wrote to Humboldt: 

"In fifty years more (18C3) the 
"United States ajono will contain fifty 
millions of Inhabitants." 

But the population in 1803 was fig- 
ured at 33,218,117, showing that Jeffer- 
son's reliance on a dofinlte ratio in- 
crease led him about 17,000,000 too 
high. In 1815 we find Jefferson writing 
as follows to Mr. Maury: 

"Forty millions in forty years, and 
in sixty yoars olghty millions! This 
would be 1815 plus GO, making It in 
1875 as 20,000,000." ; 

But at, that date tho enumeration re- 
sulted in 44,380,207, or about 36,000,000 
below Jefferson's estimate. Jefferson 
was . a careful student of natural , in- 
crease in the human family, but' 'his 
knowledge as to what death, marriage 
and immigration would do for a nation 
was meager.' If that groat statesman 
could not form a fair calculation, It is 
safe to say that it would bo a hopolosa 
job for anyone to indulge in predic- 
tions of what tho population will be 
fifty years hence, according to goo- 
metric ratio. Abraham Lincoln was 
another chief executive who endeav- 
ored to solvo the population puzzle. 
Li.ko Jofferson, ho attempted to indi- 
cate tho exact figures, but acquitted 
hfmself with more credit in tho. prob- 
lem of human fluctuations. Lincoln 
at one time practically proposed an 
amendment to tho constitution of the 
"United; Statos, with a viow to emanci- 
pating the slaves, and paying the 
southern owners a' ^easonablo' pur- 
chase price. He pointed out that after 
the slaves had passed Into the posses- 
sion of tho federal government they 
could be llborated, and tho dreadful 
civil strife thus po brought toa close. 
In endeavoring to further this project 
Lincoln sot out to foretell tho great- 
ness in population of tho federal union 



at the census periods of 1900-1910 
(present census), 1920 and 1930. Tho 
argument he sent to congress In 1862 
read as follows :- 

"Tho aggregate sum necessary for 
componsated emancipation, of course, 
would be largo. But It would require 
no ready cash, nor bonds even, any 
faster than the emancipation progress- 
es. This might not and. probably would 
not close before. tho end of tho 37 
years; at that time wo shall probably 
have a hundred millions to share tho 
burden, Instead of thirty-one millions 
as now. And not only so, but tho in- 
crease of population may bp expectod 
to continue for a long time after that 
period as rapidly as before, because 
our territory will' not havo becomo 
full." 

Ho then proceeded to analyze the 
problem of population Increase, and 
decided that tho population of tho 
United Statos grows. at tho decennial 
ratio of 84.60 per cent. Ho submitted 
the following table to verify his deduc- 
tions:

Ho then added; "It io seen that the 
ratio of increase at no ono of these 
periods Is either two per cent, 
below or two per cent above 
tho average, thus showing how Inflex- 
ible and consequently how reliable 
tho law of increase in our caso (coun- 
try) is. Assuming that It will con- 
tinue, it gives the following results:

According to Lincoln the census of 
1910 should not 138,918,020 people, but, 
like Jofferson, "Old Abe" was millions 
too high in his estimate. The latest 
consuB returns from Washington, sub- 
ject to further correction, places tho 
total at 91,972,206, which would 'show 
Lincoln's calculation to have overshot 
the- mark by 46,946,260. 

However, It is only fair to remem- 
ber that Lincoln's estimates were 
based on the possibility of the war 
coming to a sudden termination after 
tho people had learned of his inten- 
tions regarding the slavo purchase. 
But tho death struggle went forward 
relentlessly, and nothing was done 
toward carrying out tho life-saving 
and humane policy .advocated "by tho 
great president. Therefore tho above 
decrease from his estimates must bo 
allowed to his credit, since hundreds 
of thousands of tho male population 
wefe killed outright on the battle- 
fields, and others died later as a result 
of their wounds, or dlseaso contracted 
through tho privations thoy suffered. 
It was tho flower of youth that waB 
offered as sacrlflco to tho war-god by 
both north' and south, and It.isran in- 
teresting surmise as to what extent 
tho contamination of tho fraticidal 
strife decreased the population. A su- 



perflclal estimate would easily make 
tho loss at ten million, placing the 
population of 1910 at 101,972,260— or 
about .18,000,000 less than Lincoln's 
actual count. 

The next and last president to show 
definite Interest in tho population 
problem was William McKlnley. H1b 
remarks on the subject aro historical, 
since he was tho first of our chief ex- 
ecutives to estimate tho equation of 
population on the basis of the mean- 
ing of tho signature. of the nation, or 
the great seal of the United States. 
In 1899, Just prior to the census of 
.1900, President.; McKinloy. was .the 
guest of Chicago. He was called upon 
to respond; to the toast," "Tho Great 
Seal of the United States," and spoke 
In part, as follows: 

"On the reverse side of tho great 
seal of the United States authorized 
by congress Juno 20, 1782, and adopt- 
ed as the seal of tho United States of 
America after Its formation under the 
federal constitution, Is a pyramid, 
signifying strength and duration." 

Having described* the- meanings of 
the additional emblem, tho president 
continued: " 

"In peaco wo havo. been signally 
blessed, and our progress has gono on 
unchecked and ever Increasing in tho 
intervening years. In boundless 
wealth of soil and mine and timber 
nature, has favored us, whilb all races 
of men of every nationality and cli- 
mate have contributed their good 
blood to raako tho nation what It is. 
From 3,920,214 in 1790, bur population 
has grown to upward of 62)000,000 in 
.1890, and bur. estimated population lo- 
day made 1 by tho governors of the 
states Is 87,803,231. 

' "We have grown from 13 BtatCB to 
45. Wo have annexed every variety of 
territory, from the coral roefB and 
cocoanut groves of Key West to tho 
fey regions of northern Alaska." 

After dwelling on tho immensity of 
the population and Its future destiny, 
ho concluded: 

"After 123 years tho pyramid stands 
unbroken. It has had Bomo severe 
shbckfl, but' It remains Immovable. It 
had endured the storms of war, enly 
to bo stronger.. It stands firmer \and 
gives greator promise of duration than 
when the fathers made it tho symbol 
of their faith." 

President McKlnley, was correct in 
stating, that tho founders of- our na- 
tion adopted tho design of an unfin- 
ished pyramid, over which was placed 
tho eye of Providence, and beneath it 
tho date 1776, with a later motto pet- 
ting forth the idea of a "new order of 
things." But ho omitted to mention 
that the reverse or pyramid side of 
tho great .seal was never engraved, 
and never employed as a part of tho 
signature of tho nation. Such is tho 
case, however, and therefore tho unfin- 
ished pyramid is an unknown factor In 
heraldic Americana. 

Tho forefathers intended this dovlco 
to moan that not any generation of 
Americans would see the apex or 
crest of population— that It would go 
on to eternity," and tho cope-stones ,of 
our population's strength and repub- 
lican, triumphs be placed by divine, 
and not human hands, It was a grand 
symbolic conception, but eagerness to 
poBBOSB a seal, and slowness in hav- 
ing it executed, changed our national 
signature from a Beal enpendant to a 
bcuI enplacard, thus robbing later gen- 
erations of a splendid emblem of pow- 
er and numerical greatness. 

Nothing illustrates tho magnificent 
march of western civilization better 
than tho discussion in congress imme- 
diately following the..censu3 of 1830, 
and the Bald discussion also portrays 
the progreflB in transportation, as, well 
as tho western spread of population. 
At that data a Mr. Smyth of Virginia. 



while addressing tho. house of repre- 
sentatives regarding the advisability 
of lending aid to or showing interest 
in the region west of the Stony moun- 
tains— as the "Rockies" were then 
called— made the following assertions: 

"This federation of states can never 
be safely extended beyond the Stony 
mountains. I can conceive that mutual 
interest In tho Mississippi 1 valley may, 
because of common river facilities, 
help bind tho people to the union : but 
beyond the mountains — I can oeo a 
few states formed just west and bor- 
dering on tho, Mississippi— but further 
west the federation system must not 
be attempted." 

In the senate Mr.' Dickerson of New 
Jersey also entered a vigorous protest 
in these words: 

"Tho distance that a member of 
congress from the Btate of Oregon (all 
west of tho Rocky mountains was then 
known' as Oregon), would be obliged to 
travel in coming to the seat of gov- 
ernment and returning homo would bo 
9,200 miles. If he. should travel at the 
rate of thirty miles a day It would 
require 306 dayB; allowing for Sun- 
days forty-four, and It would amount 
to 350 days. Thia would allow tho 
member a fortnight to rest himself at 
Washington before ho should com- 
mence his Journey home. It would bo 
more expeditious, however, to come 
by water around Capo Horn, or to 
pass through , Bearing straits round 
the north coast of this continent to 
Baffin's bay, thence through Davis' 
straits to the Atlantic, and so on to 
Washington. It Is true that this pass- 
ago Is not yet discovered, except on 
our- maps, but it will be, as soon as 
Oregon becomes a state." 

Tho concluding words-of Mr. Dicker- 
son's address were, of course, spoken 
in sarcastic .vein. At th.o time of this 
unique argument, the "geographic cen- 
ter of the United States was at a 
point near Pittsburg, while the center 
of population was at a point nineteen 
miles southwest of Moorfleld, West 
Virginia. In eighty years the geo- 
graphic, center has been moved west- 
ward to a point northwest of the cen- 
ter of Kansas; while tho center of pop 
ulatlon is at Nashville, Brown cpunty, 
Indiana. Strange Indeed aro tho 
changes which havo taken place since 
1830, and remarkable the transforma- 
tion from the census of 1790 — when 
tho geographic center was near Wash- 
ington city's present location, and the 
center of population marked as twen- 
ty-three miles east, not west, of tho 
city of Baltimore. 

Odd as it may seem, the movement 
of tho center of population follows 
close to tho old "Mason and Dixon's 
line," tho boundary between Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland, which was estab- 
lished as early as 1763. ThiB lino was 
practically the Imaginary division be- 
tween tho slave and free states. 

John Randolph Bald; "This Mason 
and Dixon's -line is tho partition be- 
tween those who mako slavery profit- 
able, and those who could not make It 
profitable," and ever afterward tho lino 
was referred to as tho bounds of tho 
slave and anti-slave states. The cen- 
ters of population have traveled near- 
ly parallel with It, an apt Illustration 
of how closely balanced were the con- 
tending forces in the federal and antl- 
federal sentiments of 1861. 
. Prom 1790 to 1800 the center moved 
westward forty-one miles, landing it 
about Washington, which was prac- 
tically the geographical center also. 
In 1810 the center shifted to forty 
miles northwest of the national capi- 
tal; in 1820 It had moved* fifty miles, 
locating sixteen miles north of Wood- 
stock, Virginia. In 1830, traveling 
thirty-nine miles, wo 'find it nineteen 
miles southwest of Moorfleld, West 
Virginia; while In 1840, a Jump of flf ty- 
fivo miles placos It sixteen miles 
couth of Clarksburg, W. Va. In 1850, 
a move of flftyrfive miles sets it twon- 
ty-three . miles ; southeast of Parkers- 
burg, W. Va. A remarkable Journey 
of eighty-two miles in 1860 placed it 
twenty mileB south of Chllllcotho, 
Ohio; but tho terrible Intervention of 
the life-destroying Civil war is Been in 
1870, when it moved .only forty-two 
miles, landing at forty-eight ' miles 
northwest of Cincinnati, Ohio. In 
1880 the center shifted to a polnt.elght 
miles. west of Cincinnati, after travel- 
ing fifty-eight miles. In 1890 it had 
gono west forty-eight mllos, arriving 
twenty miles. cast, of Columbus, Indl- 
lana; in 1900 it wont but fifteen miles, 
landing at WJggs, Indiana; and the of- 
ficial records of 1910 "show the conter 
of population located at Nashville, 
Brown county, Indiana. 

In order to determine exactly how 
strong the nation is at present, and to 
get at an approximate estimate of our 
assembled under the Stars and Stripes, 



indefatigable zeal to 
count and systematize 
the census of 1910. An 
army of experts is ea- 
gerly tolling to bring 
. forth tho figures in 
which not only Ameri- 
cans, but tho world at 
large, is interested. 
Upon the result de- 
pends more than the 
average reader real- 
izes. It is impossible for anyone to de- 
termine the Influence the census fig- 
ures will have upon the educational, 
political and religious Interests of the 
people. These numerals will affect 
every state, county, city, town, village 
and hamlet in the union. The sizo of 
the, United States senate, as well as 
many state senates, will bo immedi- 
ately enlarged, and in a few, cases di- 
minished. The national house of rep- 
resentatives and Btate assemblies will 
also share in this change. Even states 
will bo bounded diff erectly, and the in- 
ternal outlines of tho present map of 
our country will undergo most drastic 
alterations. Governors of certain 
states are anxiously anticipating sub- 
divisions of their respective domains. 
Each fears the setting up of another 
state government on the east, west, 
north or south of his present undis- 
puted territory. The size of our army, 
Uic strength of our navy, will be 
shaped Into accord with the findings 
of the household of Uncle Sam. 

Millions of books are being held 
over in the press until such time as 
the exact and official information of 
this census is made public. Absolute- 
ly nothing which the government does 
seems to have so far reaching a power, 
and exerts such an influence on the 
destinies of the nation as the taking 
of the census; and nothing Is accept- 
ed with such calm indifference by the 
people concerned In Its findings. Like 
tho Passion Play, it is in evidence 
every ten .years; and not unlike the 
business inventory which tnkeB place 
every year, it establishes untold 
changes, causes many unforeseen alter- 
ations, and brings to the Burfaco val- 
uable details of both retrogression and 
progression. 

Trivial and profound themes allko 
recelvo earnest attention. Even tho 
oft recurring argument that the capi- 
tol of tho United States is not central- 
ly located will be thoroughly threshed 
out in many columns of space ere tho 
official report of the census is sent 
broadcast through our land.

for Negro Assailants 

' Leonard Hough, a Zion City 'youth, 
claims to havo been attacked murder- 
ously in 'front. of his own home Monday 
29 00'. night by two negroes and lies at his 
homo today in a critical condition while 
69 50 i his' father, John Hough, is in Chicago 
making an appeal for protection from 
the British consul, both father and son 
being British subjects. 

Ab young Hough told the story, he 
had left the residence near 9 o'clock 
Monday night, and had just stepped out 
of the gate of the yard wHen two men, 
believed! to have been negToes, for 
whom the police are today searching, 
attacked him without having uttered a 
word: 

One, he says,. battered him over the 
head with a black jack. 

The other at the same time, he 
charges, drew a clasp knife, open, and 
stabbed him in the breast with it 

The knife was deflected by a pocket 
book and a card case which he hadin an 
inner pocket, the blade also striking a 
rib, so that instead of reaching his 
vitals it was turned aside and he sus- 
tained only an ugly gash. 

Hough is a young Englishman in the 
public eye some time ago when he was 
arrested for smoking cigarettes in viola- 
tion of the Zion blue laws. It was re- 
ported at the time that he had paid a 
fine of $10 and costs, but later this was 
denied and it is understood that the 
case has gone up on an appeal. 

While some of the Zion City people 
charge that the assault on Hough, an 
independent,. was an attempt to spread 
terror in the independent ranks', this is 
discredited as improbable and unfound- 
ed and it is believed that something 
more personal was at the bottom of the 
affray. Mr. Hough claims he did not 
have an opportunity to defend himself. 
The Zion police are after two negroes, 
one -"of whom is a well known negro 
character, whom Hough accuses. The 
other is not known. 

Hough is under surgical care from 
Waukegan. The father will make a 
strong appeal to the British consulate 
to extend some protection to English 
subjects at Zion City. He promises 
that if his government takes up the 
case, the whole Zion City matter will 
receive an airing in Washington and 
will possibly be broken up.

Not tho 
legislature or the executive, but the 
constitution and the prevailing Judicial 
and administrative procedure, are In 
the way of progress; or rather, carry* 
Ing the analysis one step farther, our 
difficulties are not so much with ' the 
constitution and procedure, as with our. 
own reluctance to amend and. modern* 
Ize them. Knowledge and conviction 
have gone far ahead of existing me-, 
onanism and habit. The clash Is none 
the less real because It Is not between 
two distinct classes, between a ruling 
class and a revolting class, for exam* 
pie; but rather between our own 
selves of tradition and habit on the 
one hand, and ourselves of the present 
environment and new standards. These 
conflicts with our own Inherited tradi- 
tions and habits are perhaps the moBt 
exasperating and tragic of all.

CASTE A BARRIE R IN INDIA 

Bnobbery Sifted Into Fanatical RellQ- 
loue Faith Pale Description of 
Social Conditions. 
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Higher wages were paid to American 
farm laborers during 1010 than at any j 
time in the last forty-five years, accord- j 
ing to statistics just made public by the j 
department of agriculture. The average i 
wage for the -country was $27.50 per 
month during 1910, while twenty years 
ago farm laborers received an average 
of only $18.33. In some parts of the 
country .the 'rate of wages of farm ' 
lnbor^rs was higher than in others. 
The highest was in Nevada, where the 
rate was $54, while in Montana and 
Washington it was $50. South Caro- 
lina paid the lowest, rate, $16.50 a 
month. In this section the average 
wages paid farm help last year was I 
$31.91, with Wisconsin paying the 
highest, .$37.25.

His 
own wife will not touch him or speak 
with him. He Is dead to his family. 
The barber even will not shave him, 
or cut his hair, or his toe nails. 

A Brahman clerk* has been known 
to distribute legal documents by 
throwing them down at the end of 
the Tillage street In which live his 
low caste brethren. Letter carriers 
have been known to refuse to enter 
the houses of, or to permit themselves 
to come into personal contact with 
those of a lower status than them- 
selves. 

If one could picture to oneself so- 
cial snobbery lifted into a fanatical 
religious faith, It would be a pale de- 
scription of the iron subdivisions of 
caste in India. There Is no patriotism, 
and con be none, In a country thus 
divided against Itself. — Scribner's ; 
Magazine. j

Portugal Is performed by the women, 
who see no reason why they should 
regard digging, hoeing and plowing 
as the work of men alone. The man 
who ownB a f8w acres of land will 
often leave Its cultivation to his wife 
and daughters, while he labors as car* 
penter, stonemason or cooper, for 
cask-making is one of their important 
industries. He also likes to get a job 
as a waiter in one of the numerous 
hotels at seaside resorts, for the 
country has thousands of continental 
and English visitors. Women share 
in the heavy work of the cities as 
well. There are female porters, la- 
borers on the docks, market tenders, 
and oven women coal-heavers, fish- 
ermen, or rather fisherwomen, and 
sailors. They are as strong and 
hardy as their husbands and broth- 
ers and seem to stand long hours and 
hard labor as well. ? 

Of course It rather takes away the 
glamour' of romance when one sees a 
young woman with finely chiseled fea- 
tures and beautiful black eyes digging 
with spade and mattock or heaving a 
basket of coal Into a ship's hold with 
as much ease as the American girl 
plays tennis and golf. They seem

Mr. Selous, a distinguished hunter

HOME IS RAIDED AT NIGHT 



Two-Year-Old Grandson of Kansas 
City Millionaire Taken From Wom- 
an by. Masked Men During Absence 
of Husband From City. 



' East Las Vegas, N. M.~ A victim of 
one or tho most daring and cunning- 
ly planned kldnaplngs- in the history 
of crime, young Waldo Rogers, the 
two-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. A. T. 
Rogers. Jr., and grandson of H. L. 
Waldo, a Kansas City millionaire, was 
stolen Wednesday at midnight from 
his mother's arms at the point of re- 
volvers by masked men. Thursday 
night, 24 hours after he disappeared, 
he was returned to his parents. A 
ransom of $12,000 was first paid. Four 
men are believed in the kidnaping. 

Though the child was stolen 
Wednesday night, threats of tho ab- 
ductors that they would kill the babe 
if any report was made to the au- 
thorities, news of the abduction did 
not become known until Thursday 
night 24 hours after the child had 
been surrendered and the kidnapers 
had escaped with tho ransom. At the 
time of the kidnaping the child's fa- 
thorwas absent from the city. Masked 
men entered the home in the fashion- 
able resldenco district and demanded 
the babe. The frantic mother tried to 
bribe them with jewels, silverware 
and what money was in the house, hut 
a demand for $12,000 or the child re- 
sulted in the little fellow being taken. 

The bandits left a note telling how 
money was to bo paid. The note di- 
rected that a red lamp should be huug 
in the rear window of the house at 
11 o'clock at night if the money was 
to he turned over. Failure to do so 
was to be taken as refusal and would 
result in the immediate murder of 
the child, according to threats in the 
note which directed that the money 
he In bills of ten dollars or less. The 
terror-stricken family let no one Into 
the secret. They got the money and 
at the appointed hour. William Rogers, 
uncle of tho kidnaped child, drove to 
a lonely mountain spot with tho cash. 
There tho bandltB emerged from their 
hiding places with level Winchesters 
nnd took tho money which was care- 
fully counted In tho glare of auto 
lamps, and finding the full amount In 
two packages of $6,000 each, directed 
the uncle to a. point 15 miles In the 
opposite direction where, beside the 
road, wrapped in a blanket, tho child 
v/as found asleep and none the worse 
for Its experience. 

The babe was returned to Its 
parents here as fast as an auto could 
burn up miles. Then tho officers were 
notified. Immediately posses were or- 
ganized and northeastern Mexico is 
being scoured by armed men. 



DECLARES LAW VOID 



BUCKET SHOPS WIN OVER GOV- 
ERNMENT BY DECISION. 



Has 8evere Setback In Campaign 

Which Began With Raids in 

Seven Large Cities. 

Washington. — "Bucket-shopping" Is 
a lawful occupation, according to a 
decision handed * down by Justice 
Wright In; tho district Supreme court, 
and^as a result the widespread move- 
ment by tho department of justice to 
end the practlco In nearly half a 
score 'of cities threatens to. come to 
naught. Justice Wright based hiB de- 
cision on tho ground. that the amend- 
ment to -the code defining "bucketing" 
is unconstitutional because It deprives 
citizens of the liberty of contract 
guaranteed them by the Constitution. 

The decision was rendered In tho 
case of Edward Altemus of Jersey City 
and Louis A. and Angelo Colla of St. 
Louis, who operated a so-called buck- 
et shop under the title of tho Standard 
Stock and Grain company. With 26 
others they were indicted and, whllo 
six of thoso pleaded guilty and wero 
fined In sums aggregating $8,100, tho 
remainder decided to fight. 

Tho government announced its In- 
tention to appeal from Justico 
Wright's decision. The attorney gen- 
eral, when informed of tho finding, de- 
clared he would carry the question to 
tho Supreme court of I the United 
States, if necessary, for ho is anxious 
to have the matter determined in or- 
der that the department may proceed 
with further prosecutions along tho 
same line If the law Is uphold.. 

In the meantime the law officers of 
tho government will wntch carefully 
the progress of an appeal of other of 
tho indicted "bucket-shoppers" pend- 
ing before Justico Gould of tho samo 
court. This appeal is not taken on 
constitutional grounds, but raises 
technical objections.

Washington. — After a conference of 
two days with the currency commis- 
sion of the American Bankers' asso- 
ciation, tho monetary commission ad- 
journed to meet at the call of Chair- 
man Aldrlch. 

The conference has ~been devoted to 
a general analysis of the Aldrlch cur- 
rency hill. In the main tho provisions 
of the plan outlined by Mr. Aldrlch 
have been found to bo acceptable to 
the bankers, but they have suggested 
minor changes in phraseology in other 
portions of tho measure, and consid- 
erable attention has been given to a 
few of the features of tho bill. 

The % plans of tho commission em- 
brace an active campaign for the sum- 
mer, with the view of having tho 
measure completed by the beginning 
of the first regular session of the 
Sixty-second congress on tho first 
Monday of next December. 



Mexican President in His Message to 

Congress Give3 Way on Big 

Questions. 

Mexico City. — Committing himself 
to the advocacy of many of tho re- 
forms demanded by the revolutionists, 
although professedly bowing only to 
the influence of public opinion, Gen- 
eral Diaz answered his critics through 
his semi-annual message at the open- 
ing of the national congress Satur- 
day. 

i The message refers specifically to 
the application of the no re-election 
principle to the naming of governors,, 
one 6f the chief contentions of the dis- 
contented element throughout the re- 
public, the president stating that If a 
bill providing for tho "periodical reno- 
vation" of the ofllcialB in question 
should come before congress It would 
have his earnest support. Ho argues 
that as the 'principle of no re-election 
had not been broached of late in any 
of the legislative assemblies he had 
not thought it proper for the president 
to express an opinion on the subject. 
Abuse of power by jefes polltica, an- 
other of the crying evils complained of 
by residents in tho rural districts 
throughout Mexico, is to be " abated, 
according to the plan outlined by tho 
president. 

He proposes to improve the effi- 
ciency of the judiciary through a more 
careful selection of its personnel and 
lengthening of the tenure of office. 
Efficacious punishment of judicial 
functionaries for malfeasance is to be 
brought about through tho enactment 
of more stringent measures.

The Insurrectos aro 
said to have been shot down like rab- 
bits in a running fight following a sur- 
prise attack by the federals.

Kenzlo, the blind preacher who last

near death Sunday from brain fever. 



Carpet Mills Employing 1,500 Closed. 
Clinton, Mass. — Because of Indiffer- 
ent business conditions, tho mills of 
the Digolow Carpet company here 
shut down Saturday until April 10. 
The mills employ 1,500 opera- 
tives. 



Chicago. — The Illinois Central 
telegraphers won their demand 
for an Increase in wages and the im- 
pending strike of 1,400 men was avert- 
ed when announcement was made 
from tho offices of tho company that 
an Increase of $79,204.08 a year had 
been made to employes of this class. 

The announcement followed a con- 
ference between representatives of 
the telegraphers and company of- 
ficials. 

H. B. Pcrham of St. Louis repre- 
seuted the telegraphers in the con 
ference. 



Washington. — At a caucus held Sat- 
urday the Democratic members of the 
house of representatives elected to tho 
Sixty-second congress, which will as- 
semble Tuesdny, agreed upon a pro- 
gram of policy the principal items of 
which are: 

Voted to abolish sinecures and per- 
quisites on the pay roll of tho house 
of representatives approximating ?200,- 
000 a year. 

Ratified a code of liberalized rules 
of procedure, under which It Is assert- 
ed the manipulation of legislation by 
designing Interests will bo prevented. 
Adopted a slate of committees, the 
chairman and members of. which wore 
selected by the Democratic members 
of the ways and means committee act- 
ing as a committee on committees. 

Adopted a list of subjects for legis- 
lation at tho special session, Including 
reciprocity, tariff revision, direct elec- 
tion of. senators, reapportionment, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico statehood, addi- 
tional campaign fund publicity and de- 
partment Investigations. 

Most of these policies have been 
advocated for years by tho progres- 
sive Republicans. 

The rules represent an Improvement 
upon the reforms introduced into the 
Republican rules by the progressives. 
Tho committee discharge rule was 
amended so as to prevent filibuster- 
ing of the sort carried on In tho last 
session. No member Is to be allowed 
to have more than one motion for the 
discharge of a committee on tho cal- 
endar at one time. 

Bills under tho rulo are to bo read 
by title only, and the tltlo shall he 
aot more than 100 words long. 

Calendar Wednesday and other pro- 
gressive reforms are retained., One 
amendment gives a member two 
chances instead 'of orio to obtain 
passage of a bill by unanimous con- 
sent. 

One of the most Important reforms 
Is a new rule permitting the amend- 
ment of appropriation bills with new 
matter so long as it proposes a re- 
trenchment of expenses, the reduc- 
tion of salaries, or the abolition of ad- 
ministrative positions. Tho Demo- 
crats say they will be able to reduce 
appropriations $200,000,000 a year un- 
der this rule. 



Conflagration Believed to Have Re- 
sulted From Defective Electric 
Light Pushbutton. 

Albany, N. Y.— Flames Wednesday 
ruined a large portion of the $27,000,- 
000 state capitol here. 

State 'Architect Ware estimates 
the loss at from $5,000,000 lo $7,000,- 
000, exclusive of valuable historical 
papers which cannot bu replaced. 
There Is no insurance on tho build- 
ing or Us contents. 

Flames raged In the costly struc- 
ture for four hours, destroying prac- 
tically all tho west wing, and were 
declared to be under control. I-ater 
they broke out again in tho south- 
west angle of tho b'ulldiug and threat- 
ened to complete tho work of destruc- 
tion. In two hours, however, the fire 
was subdued. 

It was reported that several men 
wero missing, but all have been ac- 
counted for except Samuel Abbott ol 
Syracuse, night watchman in the 
state library, who Is believed to have 
beep burned to death. 

Several firemen were knocked un- 
conscious by falling debris in fighting 
the second outburst of flames, and 
were taken to a hospital. 

Firemen considered the senate 'and 
assembly chambers practically intact, 
with the exception of slight fire nnd 
water damage, but Mr. Waro advised 
against their use until they had been 
tested. The building was placed un- 
der martial law.

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SPRINGFIELD, M0.~ Nearly 90 years 
old, with 48 years- of teaching to 
her credit, Mrs/ Mary S. Boyd, the pio- 
neer school teacher of the Ozarks Is 
still engaged In Instilling Into- the 
imlnils of youth the first elements of 
learning in ono of Springfield's public 
schools. 

"If there Is one thing in the Ameri- 
can ^public ; school of which I dlBap- 
iprove," Mrs. Boyd tolls her friends, "It 
la corporal punishment. 

"I remember very distinctly how, 
when a young girl going to school In 
a log^cajbhi schoolhouse, I sat in my 
seat, frozen with, terror^ whenever the 
schoolmaster chastised an unruly pu- 
pil. Even. when I was 'nearly grown, 
the sight of a pupil being punished 
made mo feel sick and faint How 
greatly I fearqd the slender birch; 
switch, a.wholo bundle of which- stood 
In the' schoolroom. 

"I began teaching school in Spring- 
Held In 1862, before the terrible war 
,had bogun. I havo trained probably 
'four generations from that time to 
! this— and have seen from a teacher's

standpoint, all their little, traits and 
peculiarities. Boys and girls of today 
do not got the physical punishment 
that was administered to their parents, 
and grandparents. And I sincerely be- 
lieve the modern child can bo. managed 
better .without it. My views on this 
subject are firm, and never in all of 
my experlenco have I ever chastised 
one of my pupils." 

Mrs. Boyd's control over her schol- 
ars was clearly demonstrated at the 
burning of the Mary'S. Boyd Public 
school building, named In her honor, a 
few weeks ago. Soon after the fire 
was discovered she marshalled her pu- 
pils who, at her command, marched 
from the building in an orderly' man- 
ner, leaving books and wraps behind. 
Had it not been- for the masterly han- 
dling there would undoubtedly havo 
been a great loss of life among the 
four huhdred or more children in the 
bulfullig? * • 

As Mrs. Boyd converses, her eyes 
sparkle- like those of a lC-year-old 
girl; and looking into their depths one 
would never imagine themselves" look- 
ing at one whoso hair has long since 
turned gray. Her face, though slightly 
furrowed. Is marked with wrinkles 
caused by smlleB, and is still .fresh and 
rosy. 'The love of work has discovered 
for her the true "fountain of youth," 
the elixir of which does not allow her 
spirit to become old, even though her 
body has become frail.

The 
tflrst question asked by the skipper 
wns 'why she had boarded the Colum- 
bia without a ticket That was easily 
■explained. She tossed it off in a sen- 
tence She had no Intention of sailing 
for America.

Within a year over two hundred 
cases of missing Americans? supposed 
to bo in Mexico havo been reported to 
the consul-general. 

Among the recent cases ' reported 
was tho disappearance of Mrs. Martha 
"Flanagan of Jefferson City, Mo. She 
1b 74 years old' and her friends have 
notified- Consul-General Guyant that 
sho came to Moxlco* several months 
ago. and disappeared. 

G. W. Clark of Falrpolnt, S. D., lived 
here for a couple of years and wrote 
homo regularly. The letters ceased to 



arrive. His . friends in Montorey 
missed him, but what became of him 
has nover been learned. 

Walter D. Scott of Bluff Roads, Kan., 
is being anxiously* sought by relatives. 
Ho started 1 for Moxlco a year ago,' but 
nuvcr reached hero so far. as known. 

Tho most peculiar disappearance 
caBo on record hero is that of a young 
business man from Illinois who acci- 
dentally learned tho location of a mine 
while touring this country. Leaving 
his trunk at a hotel and without say- 
Ing a word to any of his companions, 
ho slipped away to tho mountains and 
found tho. mine. Ho remained there 
and went through a siege. of mountain 
fever which left him apparently not 
much tho worse except a peculiar 
lapse of memory about his former- life 
In Illinois.: He prospered in mining 
operations and remained In the moun- 
tains for a couplo of years, being given 
up for dead In the meantime by hla 
friends. 

It became necessary for him to go to 
the city where ho had left his trunk. 
When he walked into the hotel he was 
recognized by attaches, and narration 
of the story cleared his mind. He 
wired at once to his family that be 
wasnll right.

Such a family; lives at- 3634 • Campbell 
street, the Swifts. J. 6. Swift, a. for- 



mer president of the Livestock Ex- 
change, four years ago began to sleep 
on his' porch. At' the time he built 
only a makeshift over his rear porch, 
where he could place a cot. But as he 
began to feel better upon awaking in 
the morning, after a reBtful night, ho 
resolved to live more In tho open air. 

An open-air dining room was added 
to tho ground floor. and tho sleeping 
room was made permanent. Mrs. Swift 
said: 

"When Mr. Swift began to sleep in 
the open air four years ago he was the 
only one in this block who embraced 
tho fad. He liked it so woll that bur 
neighbors took up the idea and now of 
the 10 houses In the block only three 
are without sleeping porches. Many 
I'.r.ve sun parlors in addition."

DEMOCRATS CONTROL HOUSE 



Many New Faces Seen In Both Bodies. 

— Champ Clark Elected Speaker 

—James R. Mann Given 

Minority Honor. , . 



Washington.— Promptly at noon 
Tuesday. 1 the.' Sixty-second congress 
convened in extraordinary session in 
accordance, with the call of President 
Taft. The opening ceremonies were 
•witnessed by a crowd that taxed the 
capacity of the legislative halls, the 
chief interest naturally centering ip. 
the house, where for the first time in 
years the Democratic party is in con- 
trol. 

Tho political complexions of the two 
branch e*8 of congress are as follows: 

House—Democrats, ' 228; Repub- 
licans, 1G0; Socialist, 1; vacancies, 2 
(Ninth Iowa and Second Pennsyl- 
vania districts). 

Senate — Republicans, 50; Demo- 
crats, 41; vacancy, r (from Colorado). 

Roll calls in the two branches show 
remarkable changes from the last ses- 
sion. In the house the Democrats 
have. a gain of fifty-four members and 
the Republicans a Iobs of fifty-five, 

Alexander atcDowejl, clerk of the 
house in tho '.. Sixty-first^ congress, 
called the representatives to order, 
and after the chaplain, Rev. Henry N. 
Couden, had invoked the divine bless- 
ing on the proceedings, the members 
of the house, advancing in groups, 
took the oath and resumed their seats 
full fledged legislators for their coun- 
try. . 

Then everyone sat up and took no- 
tice, for the business of electing a 
speaker and other officers was next 
on the program. Of course It hud 
been all settled In advance by tho 
Democratic caucus of Saturday, but it 
was interesting, nevertheless, and 
when Champ Clark of Missouri was 
nominated to fill the chair In which 
"Uncle Joe" Cannon had sat for eight 
years, his name was greeted with an 
outburst of applause that made him 
flush with pleasure. For the Repub- 
licans James R. Mann of Illinois was 
nominated, as Mr. Cannon had de- 
clined the honor. Mr. Mann also was 
warmly applauded. The vote, on strict 
party lines, resulted in the election of 
Mr. Clark, and. Mr. Mann became the 
leader of the minority, 

The other officers, selected by tho 
caucus, wore elected as follows: 

Clerk— South Trimble, Kentucky. 

Sergeant-at-arms— U. S. Jackson, In- 
diana. 

Doorkeeper— Joseph J. Slnnott, Vir- 
ginia. 

Postmaster— William M. Dunbar, 
Georgia. 

Chaplain— Rev. Henry N. Couden, 
Michigan. 

Vice-President Sherman was in his 
accustomed place as presiding officer 
of tho senate and the proceedings 
there were as usual conducted with 
dignity. 



PEOPLE WIN IN COAL CASE 



Supreme Court Decides Anthracite 

Roads Have Evaded "Commodities 

Clause" of Hepburn Law. 

Washington. — The anthracite coal 
roads suffered a defeat In tho United 
States Supreme court when that tri- 
bunal handed down a decision In tho 
case of the- government against the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad company. 

The effect of the ruling will be that 
Lehigh and' other anthracite roads 
must sell their coal; lands. Tho Im- 
mediate outcome of the decision will 
be, that the government will be given 
another opportunity to enjoin the Le- 
high from carrying coal from its own 
mines In alleged violation of the "com- 
modities clause" of the Hepburn rate 
law. The "commodities" clause mado 
it unlawful for a railroad to transport 
In interstate commerce" any commodi- 
ty produced by it, or in which It might 
own or. have any Interest, with certain 
exceptions.. 

. The attempt to put tho ban on "cut 
rates" In proprietary medicines in this 
country received tho unqualified dis- 
approval of the Supremo court. 

That tribunal declined, in an opinion 
by Justice Hughes, to give its aid to 
such an attempt on the ground that # ft 
would afford the manufacturers of 
medicine an, unlawful monopoly. 

The question of tho right of a manu- 
facturer to control the price of his ar- 
ticle to. the consumer aroso In a suit 
begun by the Dr. Miles Medicine com- 
pany of Elkhart,. Ind., agalnBt a whole- 
sale dealer In medicines in Cincin- 
nati, O., John D. Park & Sons com- 
pany. 

The manufacturer sought to enjoin 
the Cincinnati firm from Inducing 
dealers, who had procured medicines 
from the manufacturer, to sell It in 
violation of a contract with tho manu- 
facturer and from selling medicines 
procured In this way at "cut rates.-'

Glowing Vision of Promoter. 
The Junior senator of Illinois was 
the first and principal backer of the 
scheme. Ho saw In it a great and 
much needed political asset He and 
his associates painted a glowing pic- 
ture of a waterway from the lakes to 
the gulf, with the ships of air nations 
plowing up and down the channel, and 
that the_ water power, if dovoloped, 
from Lockport to Utlca, would make 
that stretch of the channel one of the 
most extensive "hives of Industry" in 
the world; that great factories would 
spring up along it, attracted by -cheap 
power and shipping advantages, ' and 
the sal e^of water power would pay off 
the bonds that the people were asked 
to vote. The voters were assured 
that the federal government stood 
ready to co-operate and assume the 
larger part of the burden—that it waa 
only necessary Jbr the state of 1111- 
nols to show Its Interest and good will 
by building a small section of the 
channel where water power could be 
developed, and that the federal gov- 
ernment would contribute to the build- 
ing of this section the locks required, 
which would cost somewhere between 
57,000,000 and $10,000,000, and the 
benefits of tho Improvement would bo 
great and state wide. The picture 
was painted with consummate skill 
and tho scheme was exploited with a 
cunning worthy of a better cause. 

It, caught the peoplo's fancy—it waB 
a sort of •got-rich-qulck" scheme. The 
state was merely asked to len& its 
credit, like indorsing a note for a 
j friend. Up to this point all went mer- 
ry as a marriage bell. 

Uncle Sam Gives It a Jolt. 
In due course, however, tho Bcheme 
received a very severe jolt. The 
United States army engineers, a body 
of disinterested mop of large experi- 
ence and unquestioned ability, Instead 
of favoring tho project, as pebp.e wore 
led to believe, unanimously and un- 
qualifiedly condemned it;' they polntr 
' ed out that It would be enormously ex- 
; pensive to build and maintain, and its 
j use would be problemlatlcal. Tho rea- 



sons set fortirby Ihe engineers for the 1 
conclusions were unanswerable. Tho 
president gave the project a cold 
shoulder. As the matter now stands It 
Ib morally certain that the federal 
government will not Join in any such. 
Improvement as contemplated. Jt Is 
a wild, Impractical and' unnecessary 
scheme and not In the Interests of the 
public. 

.Waiting for Ohio River Test. 

.The* federal government has been 
working for years and expending mil- 
lions upon millions to get a Bix foot 
channel in the* Ohio River, and the at- 
titude of the government is to await' 
the completion /of this Improvement 
and ascertain to wha£ extent it will " 
be used, and what its Influence will 
be upon transportation, or,- in other 
words, to ascertain whether the ex- 
periment will bo. a success or* a fall- 
ure before starting the larger, work, 
a very, sensible view tojake. -: 

The tax payers of the state ^ would 
do well to remember that every pro- 
ject of this kind the world over, has 
cost anywhere from two to five times 
the , original estimate. The present 
Bcheme is to get the people committed 
to the proposition, and when the 
money gives out to pass the hat for 
more. Instead of costing $20,000,000,' 
it is more than probable that it will 
be three, four or five times that 
amount. The Hennepin canal, a sim- 
ple eeven-foot ditch . cost twice the 
amount estimated. The drainage canal' 
has already cost three or four times* 
the figures first named, and the end la 
not yet Everyone knows that tho ' 
Panama, canal will .cost several 
times the amount first fixed. Everyone 
who will study, the whole situation,, 
will find that the scheme is saturated 
with politics. It is not in tho Inter"-' 
est of the people. It is a plot to ex- 
ploit the public treasury for private 
gain. A great corporation is form- 
ing, led by the promoters, grafters, 
and politicians, to control the termi- 
nal facilities upon ..the channel and 
thuB monopolize the transportation, . 
and they propose to make largo profits 
out of the improvement Hence the 
hope hold out to tho people, as a bait, 
of a material reduction In freight 
charges by reason of a waterway, is 
without any substantial foundation 
whatever. 

Tho Chicago Tribune, In an editorial 
speaking or the Lakes to tho Gulf Deep 
Waterway association, which recently 
met in St. L_uils, said the association 
had degenerated Into a scheme to ex- 
ploit the public treasury for private 
gain and. that the promoters should 
mend their ways or not meet again. 

The taxpayers should wake up be- 
fore a mortgage Is placed upon them 
by the legislature.
